Tho oatmeal must not bo 
stirred after the first mixing- it can¬ 
not barn m n double boiler, unless 
tho under boiler becomes dry—as the 
stirring makes the mash starchy or 
waxy, and also spoils its flavor. Oat- 
tnoal made after this receipt will bo 
light, each grain separate, but swollen 
to threw timen it* original size, and 
will have a delicious flavor. Tarn it 
out carefully into the dish, without

the sovntxu or milk. 

A professor in tho Michigan Agri¬ 
cultural Oollfgc speaks of atmospheric 
microbes from tho foul air of stable* 
getting into milk und rnnsing it to 
“«»oar and spoil.” This language im¬ 
plies that tho souring of milk mast of 
necessity result from its coutact with 
air that is impure. Instead of thi* 
tho soariog is always the result of 
conLact of tbi milk with the oxygen 
of tho atmosphere. -There aro always 
some iopurlties in air, aud these cause 
It t» spoil, the oxygon makiug this 
spoiling more rapid. If all impurities 
could be kept out of milk, it would 
soar without spoiling. But when 
milk is id contact with air uo mutter 
how pure it msy seem, this is impos¬ 
sible. Sour.tig thus necessarily means 
that the milk will continue to ferment 
until it becomes rotten or spoiled. 
Tbo Michigan profesaor, however, 
makes u mistake iu suggesting the 
possibility of milking through tube* 
into close caus, iu order to keep out 
the injurious microbe* alway* found 
iu the air. The air always fills tho 
open space in the cows’ teats, aud thus 
thu milk vveu before it leaves them 
must have sorno impurities. Ths ooly 
way to have milk entirely pure is to 
sterilize it bv subjecting it to enough 
beat to destroy ail injurious microbe*. 
No care in milking can ever entirely 
prevent their entrance into it.—Bo*- 
tou Cultivator.

Thin language im¬ 
plies that the nonring of miik mu it of 
necessity rcsnlt from its contact with 
air that ii impure. Instead of thn* 
tho soaring to always the result of 
contact of tin- milk with the oxygen 
of the atmosphere. 'There arc always 
wmu iopuritiea in air, and theso canio 
ft to spoil, tho oxygon making this 
spoiling more rapid. If all impurities 
could be kopt out of milk, it would 
sour without spoiling. Bat when 
milk to in contact with air no matter 
how pnru it may seoiu, this is impos¬ 
sible. Souring tuu* necessarily mean# 
that the milk will continue to ferment 
until it becomes rotten or spoiled. 
The Miohigan professor, however, 
makes a mitUko in soggcsling the 
possibility of milking through tube* 
into close cans, :n order to keep out 
the injurious microbes always found 
in the air. The air always Alls tho 
■ •pen space in the cows' teat«, and thus 
the milk eveu before it leave* them 
must have some impnrttie*. Th* only 
way to have milk ootiroly para is to 
stenhaa it bv subjecting it to enough 
heat to destroy all iujunous microbes. 
No care iu milking can ever entirely 
prevent their entrance into IL —Bos¬ 
ton Cultivator.

Persons who hoaat of poateemg 
hypnotic power over othem would 
do well to ptudy the decision of 
the Supreme Court of Kanana in a 
resent remarkable cam* which name 
up before that tribunal on appeal. 
A eiti-^en of that Stale ahyt down 
a neighbor “in cold blood” without 
a particle of provocation, and when 
he wan brought to trinl ho frankly 
admitted the crime, but put in the 
defense that at the time he com¬ 
mitted it ho waa under the hypno- 
tic influence of his employer, who 
hold property belonging to the 
mordered man, and that he wna 
not morally responsible for hia act 
Not only aid the jury accept tliia 
view ntid acquit the prisoner, but the 
instigator of the murder waa put 
on trial for the offense and convic¬ 
ted of murder in the firat degree, 
fdthough ho waa not present when 
the crime was perpetrated.

olastic. The whoio wheat is tbo grain 
robbed of the husk. It is nitrogenon* 
and containa phosphates, therefore it 
is most nutritions, and away and be 
vond the white bread in the matter of 
healthful properties. The recipe for 
this ia one quart of liquid, which may 
be one-half milk and one-half water. 
Scald the milk and add the water to it. 
When lukewarm add one cake of dis¬ 
solved yeast, one teaspoonful of salt 
and anffloient whole wheat flour to 
make dough, like white bread. Knead 
antil soft and elastic, cover in s bowl 
or psn and let it stand three hours, 
then mould, put in greased bqu are pau 
and stand aside for one hoar; after 
which bake in a moderately alow oven. 

A flour riah in gluten eoon become* 
elastic. Keep the sponge at the first 
kneading at a temperature of sixty 
oight to seventy degrees To make 
sure of yonr yeaat, never use a cake 
that is the least bit soft or has any 
other odor than that whioh belongs to 
it by nature. The square loaf require* 
a slow oven, the more slender Vienne 
form s quick ose.

the part j emblem. The men were 
slower and rnoro deliberate. Iu one 
precinct twenty-six votos were cast in 
twenty minutes, of whioh seventeen 
were by women. The average in many 
precinote was one a minute. Never 
was so much straight-ticket voting 
done. Few ballots wero spoiled, and

Of minor in¬ 
terest is the watching the evolu¬ 
tion of the News Item as it is 
prinhxl for many a weary week, 
gathering interest as it makes its 
round. To illustrate the point, w*e 
will suppose there has lipsn an oc¬ 
currence in this county which.the 
hK'al press reports, and the ex¬ 
changes copy as follows: 

“ Yesterday Bill Stone and Ed. 
Blain had an altercation on the 
street, haring fallen out over a 
trifling matter, and blow’s {Missed. 
They wen- s<kin aejmratod and fin¬ 
ed by the Mayor $1 each and 
costs. — Pocahontas Pont. 

“In Pocahontas County, las* 
week Messrs. William Stone ami 
Edward Blaine, two prominent oit- 
i'/.en|, met at the county seat and 
engaged in fisticuffs, having fallen 
out over a woman. Both were 
badly bruised, and arrested and 
fimxi $10 each and costs.”—Ortr«- 
bricr Uo98ipj)gr. 

“A BLOODY iMittle took place in 
Pocahontas County, lost week, be¬ 
tween William Stone and Edward 
[ Blaine, two extensive stock misers 
of that connty. They fell out con¬ 
cerning the ownership of a steer. 
Stone struck Blaine with his cane, 
Blaine returned the blow, ami a 
desperate tight ensued. Blaine 
i had his car bitten off, Stone was 
left unconscious on the field, anil 
both were bound over to awnit the 
action of the grand jury.”— Hardy 
Hustler . 

“Last week, two prominent land- 
owners named Stoue and Blaine of 
PcK-ahonUis County, came to the 
Clerk’s office to settle a controver¬ 
sy concerning a tract of land.

A Shorter and More Direct Way 
to the RttUroad. 

How fur is it t<A?amden-on-the- 
Ganlcy, the terniivifl of the rail¬ 
road which was oGfeing to Marlin 
ton? The propoafrnntc hna been 
surveyed, hut. a* ter as wo know, 
even this distanqi has not been 
Riven to the puttie. Lately two 
men have walkedSfrom Cowen, a 
station near the teHninns, and nay 
that it is by no meins an unumrtd- 
ly bard day’s walk. Ah the way 
lice through the wdod* the thought 
naturally suggest* itself that with 
proper attention a county road 
might be built whj jh would give 
Mar Union much baiter railroad fa¬ 
cilities than the tertrn and county 
has at present. The Advantage of 
a star route mailfsyslftm which 
would give us our^ daily paper in 
twenty-four hours ipstead of forty- 
eight hours, a* at^jreHant, would 
be an inestimable bandit 

At present there is but*a bridle 
path, which is almost impassable, 
and which is the only way by 
which a horse can be taken, and 
this follows the river. The river 
from the “Dam” to Gray’s Camps 
forms a regular horse-shoe curve 
which is estimated a* being about 
seventeen mile*. This, a* we un¬ 
derstand it, is the proposed rail¬ 
road ronte. 

However, the woodsmen say 
that a road of very practicable 
grade could be made up Sugar 
Creek, over Black Mountain. We 
have been reliably^informed that 
Contractor Gray broposes to make 
a road up the Black Mountain if 
this county will make a four-mile 
extension up Sugar Creek, it being 
a continuation of the practicable 
county road now running to the 
“Dam.!! 

It is said that contractor Gray 
ha* * million dollar jon in dogging 

on William’s River and it* branch¬ 
es, and it is to be easily under¬ 
stood why he should like to open 
op a thoroughfare from Pofcabon- 
tas to Camden-on-the-Gauloy so 
that supplies may bo furnished 
him. It would mean a magniti- 
cent market for the country pro¬ 
duce uf onr farmers, und do of 
great advantage to him and his 
sub-c^ntractors, who can only ob¬ 
tain supplies from the towns along 
the railroud and nt city prices.

The rooms are all healed by 
steam, and are supplied with wash and 
bath rooms for the use of the man. 
Each barrack Is under the charge of a 
first sergeant, who is responsible for 
the cleanliness of the rooms, as wall 
as for the property of the troop. 
These non-commissioned officer* have 
a room to themselves, in the same 
building with thetr troops. 

Troop meases were abandoned some 
rears ego at Fort Riley, and a con¬ 
solidated mem was snbsti luted. This 

derives some income from the canteen 
and store, but nothing very magnifl- 
oent in the way of menu is served. 
There is beef and substantial food in 
plenty, and the men all admit that the 
quality is of the beat, but a system of 
cooking by steam is in use here, end 
roast beef is unknown. Steam beef 
is to all intents and purposes like 
boiled beef, and boiled beef 365 days 
in the year is monotonous to say the 
least The men havo sweetened 
ooffeo, without milk, and broad with¬ 
out batter, at overy meal. Tho offi¬ 
cers agree that the Government ration 
should be so changed as to feed the 
mon at least properly. The old 
ration, established for field use in war 
times, is still in vogue, and the mon 
are allowed only about eleven cents a 
day for snbsistenoe. Thore can bo no 
doubt that radical ahangos arc needed 
in tho department, and ought to bo 
made, if tuo sentiments and opinions 
of both officers and men amonnt to 
anything. As matters in the mess 
hall now are, tho mon frankly admit 
that no cause for desertion in tho 
army is so strong as tho mess hall. 
Many of tho men tako their meals at 
tho restaurant in tho canteoo, as long 
ns their pay lasts. Thcso mon there¬ 
fore arc simply soldiering for their 
board, and not tho best board at that 
Aside from this one point Fort 
Riley is an ideal military station. Tho 
buildings and everything in them is 
of tho best tho looation of tho 
post is ono of tho most delightful in 
tho United States.
